With 
leading papers in leading cities 
going out of business, it becomes 
a question with readers and adver- 

tisers, who constitute the inhabit- 

ants of any city, how far they are 
prepared to support their news- 
papers, with a view to the news- 
papers supporting the interests of 
the city. While boom conditions ; 
prevailed no one paid attention to 
anything except what he’ could 
grab at the moment without re 

gard to the consequences to the 
community. The ‘‘grab’’ game 
has played itself out and the con 

structive process must begin, if 
there is to be progress. The most 
effective agency in the progress of 
any city is iis newspapers, if they 
are well conducted. But the 
people of a city, both readers and 
advertisers, must show an inter 
est in terms of cash patronage or 
the papers must deteriorate so 
that they do not favorably repre 

sent the city; or go out of busi- 
ness altogether, as so many have 
done. 

During the boom times there 
were a thousand schemes floated 
for boosting the city, but during 
dull times there is only one agency 
at work, and that is the daily 
paper. The daily paper gives 
value in reading matter and in 
business publicity for every dollar 
it receives, directly fo the person 
who pays it; and at the same’time 
gives the city the publicity it 
needs in order to keep it to the 
front as a peint for investment 
and a centre of progress. Winni- 
peg and Regina are losers by the 
discontinuance of the Morning 
Telegram and Province, far more 
than it would have cost to keep 
them both successful in business 
by the advertising patronage of 
the business men, If Edmonton is 


to take the place which it ue 
take by reason of natural condi 


tions and geographical situation 
it must take it largely through 
the pubiicity of its newspapers 
adequately supported by the read-

THE NEWSPAPER AND THE 
CITY. 


That the financial slump, accen- 
tuated by the war, has hit the 
uewspapers hard, is evidenced by 
the suspension of the Edmonton 
Capital and Prinee Albert Herald, 
the liquidation of the Saskatoon 
Phoenix, the absorption of the 
Regina Standard and the retire- 
ment of the Regina Province and 
the Winnipeg Telegram from the 
morning field. 

The war stimulated circulation, 
but added to the cost of produc- 
tion by inereasing the use of white 
paper and adding to mechanical 
expenses, At the same time the 
of telegraphic ‘service was 
largely ine reased. Instead of there 
being an increase of advertising 
patronage corresponding to the 
increase of circulation and of in- 
terest in the newspaper, the slack 
ness of general business caused a 
great falling off in that sdurce of 
newspaper revenue. The costs 
increased and revenue de- 
to an abuormal degree 
in the first three months of the 
wai. Mure recently, owing to the 
holiday season and general read- 
justment, conditions have tended 
towardg the normal; but — still 
leave a very large balance on the 
Wroug side. 

The Winnipeg Telegram dnd 
the Regina Province, which had 
already absorbed the Standard of 
that city, are the special organs 
of the federal government in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan re- 
spectively, and the Velegram is 
the niouthpiece of the provincial | 
government Manitoba as well. 
Nhat papers should ‘have 
dropped their morning editions, 
leaving the field clear for the Lib- 
eral Free Press in Winnipeg and 
Leader in Regina, shows how very 
hard they have been hit- 

The Free Press and Leader were 
first in the morning field in Win 
nipeg and Regina, and it is a fact 
that, owing vo conditions which 
can scarcely be explained, once a 
orning paper has become estab- 
lished, it is especially diftieult for 
any other paper to displace it. 
This is evidenced in the case of 
the Montreal Gazette, which has 
been a morning paper for nearly a 
century, and still holds the lead 
in that city, A morning paper is 
always taken more seriously by 
its readers than an evening paper, 
and therefore has a value that the 
evening paper does not possess,

ducting the cost of carriage and com- 
ion, and there are other commod- 
ities T could name in the same un- 
favorable condition as fas as produc- 
ing them here, Can one wonder we 
are importing much that we could 
raise. One has to remember as far 
as Alberta is concerned it costs 16c 
per bushel to get our wheat on thie 
world’s market and other things in 
proportion, besides the extra cost of 
production by reason of the extra 
freight rate on everything we im- 
port to produce with, so that was it 
not for the wonderfully productive 
soll and climate we should be unable 
to compete with the other provinces. 

In conclusion one must admit that 
the solution of the question is not 
to try and induce settlers into Alberta 
under false pretences but for everyone 
to impress the government with the 
urgent need of the establishment of 
a chilled meat industry, and if the 
various industrial associations would 
do this and endorse the petittun made 
to the Dominion government by a 
Joint deputation of manufacturers ana 
farmers for a commission to investig 
ate the farming conditions in the west 
it would do more to gain the desired 
end than trying to force emigration by 
an ordinary boosting scheme, and aiso 
remember that though without doubt 
it is to the interest of the citiles that 
the farming Andustry is large and 
prosperous, it is just as much to the 
farmers that the cities are prosper- 
ous for a home market Is often better 
than the world’s market. Thanking 
you for space.

RESCUE WORK IS NOW 
_ BEING SYSTEMATIZED 


Many Being Rescued Alive Even 
After Five Days _In 
Ruins 


Romer Jan. 18—-Rescue work 
throughout the wilderness created by 
the earthquake last Wednesday con- 
tinues slowly and under great diffi- 
culties. Each excavation serves to ver- 
ify earlier reports of the probable 
casualties thoughe here and there de- 
sptie the fact that five days have el- 
apsed since the catastrophe living viec- 
tims are being released from the:r 
prisons of crumbling plaster and fall. 
en timberg. 

Thousands of soldiers and civilians, 
including many members of the no- 
bility, gradually are systematizing the 
rellef work and are geiting food and 
shelter supplies over the obstructed 
roads to stricken towns and villages, 
The relief work now, however, over- 
shadows the rescue efforts. 

The pope according to the Osserva- 
tore Romano, has sent aid to all the 
bishops of the diocese in the arth- 
quake zone, A fund of 20,000,000 lire 
($4,000,000) has been received by the 
pontiff thus far, About 7,500 refugees 
2,000 of them injured Rave reached 
Rome to date.

BRITISH STEAMER IS 
WRECKED OFF COAST 


Twenty One of Crew of 27 of the 
Penarth Drowned—George 
Royle May be Lost 


London, Jan. 18—Twenty-one men 
of the crew of 27 of the British steam- 
er Penarth were drowned today off 
the Norfolk coast. The Penarth, with 
a cargo of maize was sailing for Hull 
from the river Plate. She struck 
Sheeringham shoal-in a heavy gale 
and is a total wreck, Six survivors 
from the Penarth were picedea up by a 
trawler. 

The Penarth was a steam vessel of 
1,959 tons net. 

Another British steamer the 
George Royle. also is believed to have 
been wrecked in the same locality.

LONDON, Jan, 18.—A military ob- 
server at the British army headquar-| 
ters in I’rance writing under date of 
Saturday, Jan. 16, discusses the ‘“phy- 
sical and mental condition” of the 
British troops and tha Germans op- 
posing them, 

The writer after making due allow- 
ance for the probability that the Ger- 
man prisoners in many cases repre- 
sent the somewhat inferior elements 
of Germany's forces, says that “there 
seems to be a difference in the state 
of the fe iii, of the German rank and 
file from that 
weeks ago.” 

Do Not Expect Defeat, 

“Some of our prisoners,” the ob- 
server continues, “now realize that a 
victorious German advance is out of 
the question but there are few Ger- 
mans who contemplate the possibility 
of an actual defeat and the invasion 
of their country, 

“Ag regards physical well being,” 
the British officer says, “it is doubtful 
if the Germans are so well off as are 
the British, The German medical ar- 
rangements are also inferior, gener- 
ally civilian physicians without surgi- 
cal experience being used. Two such 
doctors recently were allowed to ope- 
rate in one of our hospital, Since they
